The troublesome tonsil 


Summer's end marks not only the opening of the school year, but 
ilso the beginning of the tonsillectomy season. No other age group 
is hospitalized for as much tonsil and adenoid surgery as is that 
of the school child. One reason for the low rate of adult tonsillec 
tomies, of course is that few people reach adulthood with their 
tonsils still intact. Of all the organs of the body, these seem to be 
the least able to withstand the rigors of life, and often succumb to 
infection early in their deve lopment 

Since so many of us are relieved of these troublesome tonsils at an 
early age, one tends to question the purpose of man’s having tonsils 
at all. In truth, the actual function of the tonsil is still a physio- 
logical mystery. However, there are facts which seem to indicate 
that these spherically shaped masses of lymphoid tissue are probably 
directly concerned with the defense of the respiratory and alimen 
tary tracts against the invasion of the many germs which find 
entrance to these areas through the mouth. Unfortunately, many mis 
conceptions concerning the tonsil its function and its necessity 
have arisen, and some are still quite prevalent 

For example, there are those who will argue that since man was 
given tonsils, they must serve a definite purpose and should not 
be removed. Too often, the parent who holds this belief will foolishly 
hesitate to submit his child to surgery, even though the child may 
be suffering severe pain. The answer to this argument is that 
whether or not the tonsils serve a definite need within the body, 
once they are dise ased, they can no longer function properly any 
way, and are a source of harm, as well. Neither is there hope that 
the child will eventually outgrow his ailment, because the badly dis- 
eased tonsil or adenoid is never fully repaired 

At the other extreme is the group who will argue that since man 
can obviously do without tonsils and because they are so often a 
source of trouble, why not perform routine tonsillectomies on all 
children? If this surgical performance were entirely exempt from 
hazards, tonsillectomies could be recommended at the slightest 
provocation. There are, however, definite risks associated with this 
as with any other operation, and these must be considered before 
deciding in favor of removal of the tonsils. Healthy tonsils, since 
they are doing no harm, are best left alone, and unhealthy tonsils, 
since they are both useless and harmful are best out

they add to the conveniences of 
home living. have tended to revive 
some of the customs of earlier 
times. In case that statement seems 
to be a curious one, let me justify 
the apparent contradiction. In times 
past, when the heating of a home 
was a problem, the hearth natural 
ly beeame the center of social ac 
tivity within the home. One of 
these activities was the making of 
music around the fireplace. a cus 
tom that helped to strengthen fam 
ily bonds. With the advances in 
the methods of heating our homes, 
the fireplace is no longer the center 
of our activities. However, the even 
more recent improvements in our 
music-reproducing equipment have 
now often made the phonograph 
the new gathering place of the 
home. The result is that the hi-fi 
set has become the “hearth” of the 
mid-twentieth-century home. With 
this concept in mind, | am devot- 
ing this month’s column to music 
that is in some way related to the 
family. Some of it was written for 
the members of a composer's fam 
ily or for children. To demonstrate 
another aspect of the concept, | 
have chosen some recordings in 
which the performers are members 
of the same family 

Curiously, the first item falls into 
both categories, since it was writ 
ten by the composer specifically 
for his son, and since both the 
father and son made the recording 
I refer to the Concertino for Two 
Pianos, by Dmitri Shostakovich, 
which was especially written in 
1954 for his son, Maxim, who was 
born in 1938. It is a single move 
ment work taking eight minutes to 
perform, and presenting no prob- 
lems to the listener. The slow open 
ing section 18 written in a conserva- 
tive idiom; the brisk allegretto is 
jaunty music, containing some very 
catchy tunes. 

The record jacket contains a very 
clear photograph showing Shostako-

vich at the piano with his son who. 
according to the photograph, can- 
not be more than twelve years old 
The jac ket notes say: “The first 
piano has most of the brilliant 
upper register passages and, in this 
connection, it is worth noting that 
it is the son who plays the first 
piano part assigned to him by his 
modest (or proud?) father.” The 
first piano part is indee played 
with a great deal of competence 
and verve, so that one is inclined 
to be amazed that such technical 
proficiency can be possessed by a 
twelve-year-old boy—until one 
takes the trouble to subtract 1938 
from 1959 (assuming that the rec 
ord was made about a year ago!). 
In spite of this minor deception, 
the music is quite appealing, and 
both father and son turn in delight- 
ful performances. The major work 
on this Monitor Record is the Sin- 
fonia Concertante, Op. 125, for Cel- 
lo and Orchestra, by Prokofiev. The 
solo cello part is given an excellent 
reading by Mstislav Rostropovich. 

One of Mozart's works, the Con 
certo for Flute and Harp, K. 299 
was commissioned by a French 
duke, whom the composer met 
shortly after his arrival in Paris 
The duke

was apparently 
flutist (or “flautist,” if you prefer) 
and his daughter played the harp. 
As it happened, Mozart disliked 
the flute as a solo instrument, and 
he was even less partial to the 
harp. Nevertheless, this did not 
prevent him from writing a very 
melodious work, even if it is not 
one of his most profound creations 
The recording by Karl Friedrich 
Mess, flute; Dora Wagner, harp: 
and the Ton-Studio Orchestra of 
Stuttgart under Gustav Lund, on 
the Period label, combines it with 
the same composer's Horn Concerto 
No. 1. (Just in passing, I cannot 
refrain from citing the case of the 
radio announcer who, in introduc 
ing this concerto for Flute and 
Harp, inadvertently reversed the 


soprano, respectively, is featured 
on an Opera Recital issued by 
Deutsche Grammophon Gesell- 
schaft, and distributed in this coun 
try by Decea. Among the eight 
items on the record there are arias 
and duets from some of the staple 
operas, such as La Bohéme, Rigo- 
letto, Faust and Massenet’s Manon, 
as well as less familiar fare from 
Ciléa’s L’ Arlesiana, Donizetti's Don 
Pasquale, and a delightful duet 
from The Secret Marriage by Ci- 
marosa.

H.. often we fail to appreciate our family when 
it is strong: to realize the problems it faces, the 
hard work that keeps it going. It's much the same 
way that we often fail to appreciate our children’s 
health. However, just let one of them fall ill and we 
recall all his healthy activities with absolute 
yearning. We look forward hopefully to his jumping 
out of bed and resuming his raucous clatter. Even 
the prospect of muddy shoes on a freshly cleaned 
floor looks inviting. Only occasionally, when we 
see the terrible things that can happen when a 
family falls apart, do we stop taking our family 


for granted. Then we begin to worry. 


Mis since Adam and Eve, living in families just 
seems to come naturally to us and ever since the 
serpent tempted Eve, the family has been faced 
with threats to its health from inside and outside 
the home. Keeping it going has been a great and 
constant challenge. As the sixteenth-century French 
philosopher, Montaigne, so wisely put it: “There is 
little less trouble in governing a private family than

Today. our family’s wise government faces its own 
peculiar threats. Although we often don’t realize it,

igs that help make our families 


munity Service Society's professional staff, volun- 
teer committees and Board of Trustees began 
increasingly to ask: “Aren't we taking successful 
families too much for granted? We deal with fami- 
lies who are often out of tune with themselves and 
others. What forces make for strong families, the 
ones in tune? What goals should we work for to 
help our families strengthen themselves?” The fol- 
lowing nine guideposts, drawn up after long and 
careful deliberation, are based on their answers to 
these questions. The CSS is the first family agency 


to formulate and set down these guideposts in 











simple everyday language that can be understood 
by families who are trying to strengthen themselves 
and the community. These guideposts may help 
you gain new insights into your family and your- 
self. They are not intended as a set of rigid rules 
but as a general guide to making and keeping your 
family healthy. They do not attempt to answer the 
question: “How much of any one ingredient is the 
‘proper’ amount?” The range is wide even among 
strong families. After all, American families differ 
in many ways from one another—in cultural and 
religious backgrounds, in education, in race; there 
are rural families and urban families, large fami- 
lies and small, rich families and poor. These guide- 
posts can be applied by any single American family 
in the way most effective for itself. But each family 
must be careful to apply the guideposts reasonably. 
according to their own particular circumstances, 


needs and individual variations. 


LA strong family is able to meet its basic mini- 


mum material needs. This means decent living 
accommodations, sufficient food and clothing, ade- 
quate medical care—in short, all the material op- 
portunities for living and for growth. We can't 
think about any other guideposts unless these basic 
needs are met. When human beings are trapped by 
sheer economic necessity, they can never be ex- 
pected to achieve self-respect and independence. 
{nxiety, conflict and fear aroused by severe eco- 
nomic pressures tend to aggravate weaknesses within 
a family. The father who feels unsure of his ade- 
quacy as a provider is poorly equipped emotionally 
to withstand economic reversals. With his morale 
and his self-esteem further damaged, he is likely to 
feel threatened and angry, and his reactions may 
be destructive to himself and to those around him. 
Like the poignant plaint of the unemployed man 
to whom a daughter was born during a business 
recession: “If I had been working,” he informed 
his caseworker, “it would have been a boy!” 

But what about those families whose breadwin- 
ners are earning enough to meet their basic eco- 
nomic needs, and yet are head-over-heels in debt? 
Every family must face, and resist, one of the great- 
est current pressures threatening the family today 

materialism. Materialism is not necessarily bad,

Music as a family catalyst 


When William Congreve made his famous observation on the charms of 
music, he succeeded very nicely in soothing the savage breast, but exactly 
how he thought music affected the average family remains his secret. 
For that. matter, it took us quite some time to wed music to the home, 
and now that we have, we have created what can only be called a brand- 
new hearth—new, because in today’s average small home or apartment, 
an open fireplace is an exception rather than a rule; as a result, young 
families group their furniture around their music reproduction equip- 
ment, and upon entering the living or family room, a young homemaker 
is far more apt to snap on the hi-fi than to throw another log on the fire. 


The joys of music have supplanted the fireside doze. 


The new hearth, of course, is an entertainment center: a room set apart 
or, in some cases, reorganized to house not only its accustomed quota of 
furniture, carefully arranged for comfortable listening and viewing, but a 
piano or organ, television, of course, and either a conventional record 
player or stereo and high-fidelity equipment. A musical nucleus, it is also 
the source of something more than an evening before the silver screen— 
not that we deprecate such evenings, far from it. But we like even more 
that aspect of the new hearth which is its power to edify, to encourage 
talent and to instill a love for the purest art form that exists. It can give 
a child the incentive to master a musical instrument—thus assuring one of 
the pleasantest investments a human being can make, and in its possession 
lies the comforting knowledge that a family nourished 


on music is always well-fed.

ALASKA 


The young people who live in Alaska offer in themselves as much 
contrast in background, education, interests and occupations as 
they do in looks and personality. The one quality they have in 
common is youth: the median Alaskan age is 26, as opposed to the 
national median of 31. Comparatively few were born in Alaska; 
some were sent there, transferred by a company or government 
agency; others came on their own in search of something missing at 
home or to escape something too much with them there. And still 
others stumbled on Alaska almost by accident, and finding them- 
selves completely enthralled by its far-flung, half-frozen, half- 
flower-strewn magnificence, stayed to enjoy a lucky fall. 

Once they become Alaskans. these young people sometimes refer 
to the rest of the United States as the “South 48,” more often as 
the “Outside.” Unlike the Hawaiian term “Mainland,” it carries 
no implication of close attachment or tie, and its actual meaning is 
more than just some other part of America: in a word, it is any 
other part of the world. 


The sense of proud independence sparking the word is derived 


from a history of remoteness and from years of being dismissed 


as a vast wilderness of interest to no one except the slightly foolish 
Seward. Then World War II came along, and the national concern 
for self-defense made Alaska important overnight. Thousands of 
workers swarmed up to work on military projects, and immediately

Since the war, population has more than doubled, and since 
statehood, the “last frontier” has found itself amazingly new. 

In actuality, the process of settling down and taking itself 
seriously began several years ago, and many of the so-called 
earmarks of civilization are boasted by Alaska’s major towns: 
neon, television, parking meters, music by Muzak. But over- 
all, and perhaps most noticeable in odern” Anchorage, 
Alaska is still in a state of transition—getting rid of the old, 
getting used to the new. The boundlessness of casual growth 
is being tamed by zoning; the sprawl of makeshift building 
is being tidied by an influx of permanent structures. There 
are those, of course, who resist the idea of exchanging bush 
for bustle, and for them there is a certain comfort in know- 
ing that probably not in their lifetimes can Alaska be made 
into anything at all like the Outside. 


To begin with, look at its size. Superimpose a map of 


Alaska on the South 48 and you'll find you're covering 


area more than twice the expanse (forgive us) of Texas. It’s 
a longer haul from Ketchikan, in southeastern Alaska, to the 
westernmost top of the Aleutians than from New York to 


San Francisco. From Ketchikan north to Point Barrow, there 


is more ground to cover than from Seattle to Mexico. 

Now consider Alaska’s population. The chief inhab 
of its vast space is nature, and population-boom not dis- 
counted > . » live there than do in Providen 
Rhode Island. Almost half of Alaska’s human-core of 210,000 
live in or near Anchorage, and most of the other half live 
in either Fairbanks or Juneau. 

To get around his state, the young Alaskan rel heavily 
on small planes: there ar re than 250 airports and an 
uncounted number of landing places in remote villages. 
There is a federally-operated railroad, but it goes only from 
Seward chorage up to Fairbanks. T are 
roads, but they don’t go everywhere, either. The cost of 
constructing the cheapest sort of “country” road has run as 
high as $200,000 a mile, and as for paved road, there are few- 


er miles of that > and costly commodity in the entire state 
than exist in the borough of Brooklyn. 

Housing construction isn’t easy, either. Permafrost is a 
problem over much of the state, and many a carelessly laid 
foundation buckles before the roof is on; the questions of 


water and sewage aren't always happily answered, and 





Five little theater groups flourish in Anchorage.

can’t finish seraping a carrot without 

eating part of it. Shredding cabbage or 
separating cauliflower, I crunch happily 
through a halfhead or so; and I'll settle cheer- 
fully any time for a meatless three-or-four- 
vegetable dinner. Three or four vegetables 
decently treated, that is. I'll admit I'm not 
typical. But neither is our friend who eats 
only green peas. Occasionally she lets her 
family have string beans or a boiled carrot 
or two “because it’s good for them.” 

My husband, Charles, while not as garden- 
crazy as I am nor as “meat and potatoes” as 
other men, at least has a wide-open mind. 
He'll give anything a fair try. Still, like most 
men, he has eggplant and cabbage and spinach 
blind spots and if he thinks they're present, 
he balks. It’s a fascinating game trying to trick 
him, and especially some of our hidebound 
male guests who come for dinner. When I do 
with some of the recipes coming up—nobody’s 
more pleased than he is. On the other hand, 
Ray, our three-year-old, is as male as they 
come and has never said “no” to a vegetable. 
This is probably because he’s never heard 
Charles or me turn down anything in the way 
of food, and because vegetables aren’t neces- 
sary evils you must eat (1) if you’re to be 
allowed dessert or (2) if you’re to have good 
teeth, strong eyes, curly hair, six hands or 
superhuman intelligence. He doesn’t take vege- 
tables for granted. To him, a vegetable is a 
hundred different tastes, full of variety, full 
of surprise. Vegetables are dishes with rights 
of their own. They have personalities. They 
react like people when they're badly treated. 
Waterlogged, they're groggy and dull; over- 
cooked, they’re sleepy or downright dead; 
dressed endlessly in the same unvarying ways, 
they’re bored; sliek with sauces, they’re smoth- 
ered and lose their identity; showing up like 
a station announcement at the same time in 


every meal, they’re pure routine. None of

happen to vegetables in our house, and so none of it happens 
to us and our attitudes toward them. We have vegetables for 
breakfast: water-cress salad, parsley vinaigrette green beans or 
a salade de tomates are as fresh as morning sunshine with eggs 
and bacon. We surprise our vegetables, guests and palates by 
having them coolly appear at the beginning of a meal as a first 
course. This isn’t the salad, a delightfully crisp thing made of 
greens and oil and lemon and seasonings only. 

Our vegetables keep odd company. I sharpen up spinach 
with last-minute crisp radish slices, barely warm. I'm cavalier 
with celery and add a crunchy half-cup or so to almost any- 
thing: carrots, peas, green beans. I do the same thi with 
chopped green onions, tops and all. | serve vegetables panache: 
small limas, green pepper strips, green peas, Frenched green 
beans—each cooked separately and layered separately in a 
baking dish, sprinkled with salt, pepper, lots of melted butter 
and heated quickly in the oven with a dribble of heavy cream 
over all. Greenest taste this side of a garden wall. Vegetables 
have a full wardrobe of new clothes at our house—onions go 
into a French onion tarte, lettuce into a casserole, eggplant 
into a pie. When it’s so easy to do otherwise, there’s no point 
at all in wet-blanketing your meal with a bored vegetable. 

Here are some vegetable rules which developed themselves 
when I found that every time I did one or all of these things, 
the results were nothing short of perfect. First, don’t overcook. 
Second, don’t underseason. In both cases. the only sure-fire 
test is to taste. Vegetables should always have a hint of crisp- 
ness when they’re done. And you know how they should taste 
when they’re perfectly seasoned. So keep tasting and seasoning 
until you have it right. Rule three: cook in the smallest pos- 
sible amount of water. On just-below-boil heat, “water to cover” 
is enough. With spinach, there’s enough of the wash-water left 
clinging to its leaves to do a perfect job. Spinach and cabbage 
are the most completely ruined when they're cooked too long; 


green peas turn hard as pebbles if they’re given an instant’s 


extra cooking time. Rule four goes with three: use a skille 
whenever possible so that water and heat are evenly distributed 
under and over the vegetables. This way, not a green bean} 
over- or undercooked. Five, and this is the end, don’t be sy 
about vegetables. This timorous attitude in a cook makes veg 
tab the shrinking vines they are now. Offhand, I can’t think 
of a single adventurous thing I've ever done to a vegetabk 
that has failed. Salt, pepper and celery salt, chili, bay leave, 
basil, thyme, orégano—all are a hand’s length from my rang 
top. The canisters right beside it hold what I most often add 
to soup and vegetable pots: bouillon cubes (vegetable, chicker 
and beef), instant minced onion, garlic cloves and the garkk 
press, flour for thickening stocks and sauces. 

The only thing better than cooking vegetables in a little 
water is cooking them in a little bouillon (2 cubes to a cg 
and a half of water). Sometimes I've even cooked them i 
their own stock. One day, | boiled spring onions, then sim 
mered new potatoes in that water. I've cooked new peas ip 
asparagus water; and in summer, when there’s so much of a 
this, I save all the waters for soups and sauces. 

One last thing before we get down to recipes. Fresh vege 
tables, which I use whenever | can, need time. It helps to play 
ahead for the extra work, and to utilize every sitting-dow 
moment especially if you’re a working girl, as I am. I havey

You can have the convenience of automatic 
dishwashing without costly installation, special wiring, 
plumbing or remodeling expenses. And when you move 


. it’s always the first thing you ship. 


What type of portable? 


Here, individual preference must determine your choice. 
Portables are available in top- or front-opening models, 
but if permanent installation is desired at some future 
date, it would be wise to consider the front-opening 
models that can be slipped into place between existing 


cabinets, leaving the counter-top smooth. 
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Will a portable wash everything? 


Fine china, erystal, glassware, silver, stainless-steel and 
melamine plastic may be washed in the dishwasher. 
Hand-painted china and wooden articles should be 
washed by hand. There’s no difficulty with pots and 
pans either, provided they’re not too-heavily soiled, in 


which case it’s wiser to soak them first. 


What’s so special about a portable? 


It ean be rolled up to the table for loading, saving you 
innumerable steps and time. Large casters roll easily 
and quietly over carpet, hard floors and doorsills. It 
ean then be attached to the faucet for operation, and 
later be moved up to the cabinets for unloading; or, if 
you prefer, you can leave the dishes in the washer until 
the next use. Over and above that, most portables have 
the following features: 
® Automatic detergent dispensers add a measured 
amount of low-sudsing detergent at the proper time. 
® Rinse dispenser: a wetting agent to assure spot-free 
drying, leaving your dishes sparkling. 
® Heater element: boosts water temperature and pro- 
vides hot air for drying cycle. 
® Safety shutoff: when lid is opened, mechanical op- 
eration and flow of water is immediately shut off. 
® Hot water may be drawn from the faucet while the 


dishwasher is still in operation. 
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Why don’t we just face the issue and admit it: there are times 
and many of them—when facing a pile of soiled dishes is 
just no fun at all. As a matter of fact, we're hard-put to find 


a time when it is fun, And when we stop to consider all the 
things we could be doing during the time our hands are soal. 
ing in soapsuds, we come su iftly to the conclusion that every 


home should have its magic maid—a dishwasher. Just for the 


fun of it (or horror of it) why don’t you add up the hours you 
spend washing dishes? Then figure out all the things you'd 


like to do during this time. 1s it worth it? 


W hat are newest features in portables? 


@ Push-button cycles for specific operations. With a 
flick of the finger you can now get a vigorous washing 
cycle for utility items such as pots and pans, a gentle 
wash for china and glassware, and a normal cycle for 
daily ware. 

® Split-level washing action. The water is distributed 
from top and bottom, eliminating special loading, 
i.e., if you’re washing many glasses they can just as 
easily be placed on the lower racks. 

Newly-designed racks to accommodate odd-sized or 


shaped serving pieces. 


What about care and maintenance? 


The interiors of most dishwashers are self-cleaning. 
However, occasionally it is advisable to wipe the interior 
with a mild cleanser and rinse with warm water. When 
food particles accumulate on the strainer, they should 
be removed; and the rubber door seal’ can be washed 
occasionally with warm water. Keeping the exterior 
clean is simple: merely wipe with a damp, sudsy cloth, 


rinse with clear water and wipe dry.

2. A strong family agrees 
upon values rooted in moral 
and ethical concepts and culti- 
vates the mind and the spirit. 
The family has the basic function 
of reproduction. Beyond this, it is 
the carrier of our heritage, culture 
and spiritual values. It transmits 
from one generation to another the 
special way of life that makes up 
any civilization. Parents are re 
sponsible for helping each child de 
velop spiritual values, a conscience, 
and socially desirable traits. These 
are safeguards against wrong do 
ing. “Socially desirable” is stressed 
because we can imagine a family 
that fits many of our definitions 
and carries out our other functions, 
but at the same time is a family of 
pickpockets. Now, in a den of 
thieves, picking pockets is an ac 
cepted mode of conduct, but it is 
not socially desirable conduct. 

The family should inculcate in 
its members a respect for the law. 
Many of the social and emotional 
ailments besetting families today 

and in turn the community—are 


closely related to the fact that mor-

al standards have either been 
abandoned or severely distorted 
Lack of respect for property, for 
life, for the needs and rights of 
others has a damaging effect on us, 
all in the form of destructive con 
flict—in our offices, in our neigh 
borhoods, in our schools, nationally 
and internationally. We depend on 
churches, schools and other institu 
tions to play an important role in 
maintaining moral standards, but 
we must not forget that the family 


itself has the prime responsibility 


3. The successful family sets 
reasonable goals for itself and 
its members and plans to- 
gether for the future. At the 
same e, it meets and ap- 
preciates each day as it comes. 
Of course, goals differ from fam- 
ily to family, and each one must 
decide what is best for itself. But 
the family without goals, that 
just “grows like Topsy” and has 
no idea of itself or its functions, 
is only too apt to produce mem- 
bers with spiritual and mental 
illnesses and shortcomings.

This guidepost is the heart of the 
matter.

Just as most of our guide 
posts for the strong family rotate 
around this element of emotional 
well-being, so we see that the 
factors making for the weak and 
often sick family are multiple ones 
that cluster around its “inside” or 


emotional inadequacies. These in- 
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adequacies often stem from the 
parents’ deep and long-felt hurts 
suffered in their own childhoods 

It is almost impossible to express 
a human being’s constant and tre. 
mendous need for affection and ae 
ceptance. Every day we witness the 
tragedy of chronologically grown 
up people who are still children 
emotionally. Children who feel use 
less, who don’t “belong” anywhere, 
become immature adults, stricken 
with feelings of inadequacy and 
insecurity in their role of husband, 
wife, parent. Such children have 
been compared to the Hollywood

Recently we had the pleasure of looking at a first folio of 
Shakespeare’s plays. Published in 1623, it is one of a hun- 
dred and sixty known copies in the world and is valued in 
excess of $50,000. First editions of famous works are ex- 
tremely valuable and collecting them is an expensive hobby. 
We learned that some are so rare that the only known copy 
is in a museum. This is the case of a Psalter, the very first 
book printed in color. The date was 1457. 


At book auctions, the bidding becomes lively with small for- 
tunes being given for a “first” of the King James Bible, a 
Samuel Pepys’ Diary or Charles Dickens’ Pickwick Papers. 
If your tastes are less exotic, collecting first editions can be 
a pleasant pursuit enjoyed at modest cost. Your own book- 
shelf probably holds at least one first edition. As this most 
likely will be from a large print run, the value will be more 
in the contents than as a collector’s item. 


The true book hobbyist is always on the lookout for “finds” 
and they can turn up in such unlikely places as this rec- 
tangle. For those interested, we have a first edition of a 
brand new decorating booklet, illustrated in full color. 
The title is Wallpaper Sets the Scene for Happy Living. 
It is doubtful that this booklet will ever reach the auction 
block unless a reader places a copy in a time capsule to be 
opened in a distant age.

LIVING’S child development council 
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it would be best to acknowledge to 
yourself that you like working, that 
you find satisfactions in your job 
and possibly that your resentment 
comes about more because you feel 
guilty about this than because you 
have to leave your children in 
someone else's care during the day 

It is highly doubtful that your 
children, or those of most working 
mothers, actually prefer or feel 
more affection for the women car 
ing for them than they do for you. 
The signs you point to all have 
other possible explanations. The 
first of these is the fact that chil 
dren—as all of us—can be fond of 
two or more people in different 
ways. The woman caring for them 
may represent a motherly type of 
aunt or friend—and, if so, be 
grateful. Too many children of 
working mothers find no such 
happy circumstances 

But why will they obey and act 
their best for the other woman in 
their lives, but not for you? There 
may be a simple explanation: per 
haps you are too tired when you're 
ut home, as a result of your work 
(or your inner conflict or both in 
combination), to keep peace and 
order. It takes energy to prevent a 
contrary child from becoming too 
troublesome. It also takes energy 
to set the tone for fun before act 
ing-up sets in as a pattern. Have 
you tried coming home with a defi 
nite plan for some enjoyable activi 
ty each evening? As you walk ir 
the door, you might announce that 
it is Jerry's turn to tell a story at 
dinner tonight, or that you're going 
to teach Susie a new song before 
hedtime—after she’s had time to 
play fish in the bathtub. For week 
ends, plan some longer or more un 
usual treat together—a hike. a 
picnic, a special ice-cream soda 

Another possible reason for your 
children’s mishehavior may be the 
simple relief of being able to act 
up. Children attending nursery 
school, forced by the very nature 
of the situation to conform to a 
group and to group rules, often « 
most explode into mischief when 
they come home. It's such a relief! 
Your children may be showing you 
that too-good behavior during the 
day is the price they pay for keep 
ing the affection of the woman who 
cares for them—and that they love 
and trust and feel more comfort 


able with you by their very acting 


up. They can be devils with you 
they must be darlings too much of 
the time with the other woman in 
their lives. Every child needs a re 
lief from good behavior from time 
to time. And working mothers 
often find that they are the relief! 
After all, they can kick their heels 
and run and hide at bathtime 
but you will always love them 
Or will you? Testing out the 
validity of this belief may be 
another reason for misbehavior on 
the part of children of working 
mothers. Small children often do 
not understand why their mother 
must leave them to work—and 
sometimes fear that she works be 
cause she wants to leave them, that 
she doesn’t love them enough to 
put up with them through thick 
ind thin. When a working mother 
is successful at her job (and there 
fore usually enjoys it!). her guilty 
feelings about this can show 
through to her children. What bet 
ter way to find out what comes first 
job or children—than for a child 
to become an unholy terror and see 
if his mother still likes him enough 
to come home each night and put 
up with him? Fear of separation is 
one of the most basic of childhood 
fears, and acting up is almost like 
a game of peekaboo. See, Mommy 
is still there, coming back, but what 
if she disappears the next time? 
In case your children are testing 
you, it would be a good idea to let 
them know that you will continue 
to love them and to want to be with 
them no matter how they act—even 
though you do not approve of their 
behavior. Perhaps it would be a 
good idea to relax for a while 
about the things you want them to 
do. so that they do not have as 
much opportunity to disobey and 
misbehave. It would be well, too 
to let them know just what your 
work is all about and why you are 
working. They may be too young to 
really understand, but they prob 
ably will grasp the sense of value 
and importance and working to 
ward a greater good for the whole 
family that most working mothers 
feel within themselves, at least 
some of the time 
Most of all, take 


at yourself, your family and your

tion is practically always elective 
as to time, it is believed that 
changing the season when it is 
performed (so as not to coincide 
with the season of poliomyelitis 
prevalence) should eliminate nu 
merous cases of the distressing and 
highly fatal form of the disease 
As we know, many other inroads 
against poliomyelitis, in the form 
ol preventive vaccines, have been 
recently made, so that its threat is 
rapidly being diminished. 

Because of this and many other 
medical advancements, the dangers 
of a tonsil operation are no longer 
to be feared. The risk involved in 
the administration of anesthesia 
is greatly reduced. The possibility 
of hemorrhage is now very slight, 
as proper preliminary blood ex- 
amination serves to expose the 
bleeder. Although there is some 
risk associated with every surgical 
procedure, the dangers of tonsillec- 
tomy—when the operation is per- 
formed by an accomplished throat 
surgeon—are almost nil. Today's 
parent, in preparing his child for 
a trip to the hospital, need feel 
no more apprehensive than he does 
in preparing the child for his first
